Police watchdog called in following Banbury station stand-off 


TASER SHOOTING 

IS INVESTIGATED

AN independent 
investigation will be held 
after a Taser was fired at a 
man who was harming 
himself with a knife at 
Banbury Station. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
has been asked to investigate 
Monday's incident by police. 

The man climbed on to a 
gantry shortly after 9am and 
police said he was harming 
himself with a knife. The station 
was closed during the incident, 
causing severe delays to rail 
services. 

He fell from the gantry shortly 
after 2pm and was taken to 
Oxford's John Radcliffe Hospital. 

Police said on Tuesday that he 
was in a stable condition. 

The IPCC was contacted by 
both Thames Valley Police (TVP) 
and the British Transport Police 
following the incident. 

TVP spokeswoman Hannah 
Williams was unable to confirm 
whether or not the man was hit 
by the prongs of the Taser. 

She said: "The Taser was 
discharged but, as this incident 
has been referred to the IPCC, I 
cannot go into further detail 
about this until the mode of 
investigation has been 
determined by the IPCC." 

Eyewitness Sarah Jones, 22, 
was planning to catch a train to 
Oxford when the incident 
occurred. 

She said: "At about 9.30am I 
saw a man sat on the pylon. 

"Police were running through 
the station to try to talk him

down. I don't know what he'd 
done to himself, but he was 
covered in blood." 

Officers attempted to talk him 
down and she said: "He was 
shouting at police officers, 
kicking out at them and throwing 
things at them. He then started 
using his hands to pull the wires 
apart." 

Craig Barrie, who lives behind 
the station, said: "The negotiators 
kept putting their hands up, 
gesturing for him to come down. 

"The police actually tried 
getting up on the gantry hole and 
he turned around and went 
backwards over the side. He 
landed on the platform on his 
back. It was quite dramatic and 
traumatic." 

British Transport Police 
spokesman Brian Price said: 
"Trained negotiators from Thames 
Valley Police spoke to the man 
while he remained on the gantry 
above the tracks. The man 
Jumped from the gantry shortly 
after 2pm and was detained by 
officers before being taken by 
ambulance to John Radcliffe." 

The station reopened at 
2.30pm on Monday and normal 
train services resumed shortly 
after 5pm.

Banbury service to London is one often busiest in the country 


Train agony 
of stand-up 
passengers 


ONE of the ten most 
crowded trains in the country 
runs through Banbury, official 
figures have revealed. 

Hundreds of passengers are 
forced to stand on the First Great 
Western (FGW) service from 
Banbury to London Paddington 
because there aren't enough seats. 

And passengers from Oxford to 
London Paddington fared no 
better, the figures show. 

Andrew Smith, MP for Oxford 
East, said he would be taking the 
issue up with the rail operator to 
see what can be done. 

According to the Department 
for Transport figures released last 
week using a snapshot from last 
autumn, the 6.07am from 
Banbury to London Paddington 
saw 956 passengers battle for Just 
608 seats and came in at the 
seventh busiest service. 

The 7.21am Oxford to London 
Paddington was the third most 
crowded train in England and 
Wales with 418 passengers vying 
for Just 242 seats, running 73 per 
cent over capacity. 

And the 7am from Oxford to 
Paddington had 368 passengers 
competing for 241 seats and was 
the tenth most crowded. 

FGW has said it is working to 
improve services but recognises 
there is still "much to do". 

Dennis Tan, of passenger group 
OxRail, a regular Oxford to 
Paddington commuter, said: 
"Commuters are being asked to 
shoulder an increasing share of 
the cost of the railways but there 
is no demonstrable improvement 
in the quality of the service." 

"By and large I get a seat 
because I get on at Oxford, where 
the service begins, but there's very 
little capacity in the event of 
delays or an accident."

Previous top ten figures for 
overcrowding released in 2012 
featured only one Oxfordshire 
service, the 7.1 7am from Banbury 
to London Paddington. 

Andrew Smith MP said: "Many 
local rail users are getting a raw 
deal, paying greatly increased 
fares but having to stand. I am 
taking up with FGW what more 
can be done to increase capacity 
on these vital routes." 

And Banbury MP Sir Tony 
Baldry, said he couldn't 
understand why anyone would 
travel from Banbury to London 
via Oxford because they could 
get the Chi Item line direct. 

But he said: "So far as 
overcrowding on the Oxford to 
Paddington route is concerned, 
that is exactly the reason why a 
new rail link is being created 
from Oxford to Marylebone via 
Bicester." 

A FGW spokesman said: 
"Despite the lack of availability of 
suitable additional trains in the 
UK, we have worked hard to 
secure additional capacity we 
know our customers want to see. 

"Working with the DfT, we are 
converting first class carriages to 
add an additional standard 
carriage on each high speed train 
(HST) service. 

"We recognise that there is still 
much to do and we are working 
with the DfT to secure further 
service improvements." 

The busiest train in England 
and Wales was the 4.46pm 
London Midland service from 
London Euston to Crewe. 

Last month it was announced 
that rail fares could rise by up to 
3.5 per cent in the new year.

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Battle of Britain 
is remembered 


THE Battle of Britain's 74th anniversary 
was commemorated in Banbury on 
Sunday. 

It began a week of remembrance of the 
heroic defence of the nation's skies during 
the Second World War, when Royal Air 
Force pilots beat back the German 
Luftwaffe's assault. 

The day saw a military parade led by 
the town's 1460 Squadron Air Training 
Corps Band, from the Town Hall, in 
Bridge Street, to St Mary's Church in 
Horsefair. 

Town mayor Sean Woodcock said: "We 
had a lovely service and it was a great 
privilege for me to meet the Second World 
War veterans we had attending." 

After a service in the church, the parade 
returned to Broad Street for dismissal.

New system contributes 


to rise in park comments 


COMPLAINTS and comments about 
Banbury's parks rose by nearly 150 per 
cent over the summer, new figures 
show. 

Between May and August there were 1 71 
calls to Banbury Town Council about the 
town's 12 parks, compared to 69 over a 
similar period last year. 

Dog fouling and grass-cutting were the 
most common complaints, with 27 more 
about dogs and 18 extra about the grass than 
last year. 

There were also 19 more complaints about 
trees and 12 extra complaints about litter and 
hedges. 

Town council general service committee 
chairman Colin Clarke said: "The number of 
issues appear to have gone up considerably 
and obviously we will do what we can to 
deal with those. But there are very good 
reasons for it." 

He added: "We have a different system of 
reporting complaints. Now, when we get a 
phone call, it's recorded when it's not 
necessarily a complaint.

"Also we can't differentiate between 
different complaints about the same problem, 
they all get recorded as different problems." 

He said that the poor weather in the 
winter also contributed to the summer's high 
complaint level. 

Mr Clarke added: "Our contractors would 
start cutting the grass but very often couldn't 
get on to a lot of the sites because it was 
waterlogged. The heavy machinery just 
churned it up. 

"Because of the rain, all the trees and 
foliage started growing that much quicker 
and nothing upsets people more than a tree 
overhanging their property. 

"We had a lot of problems with dog waste 
or what was thought to be dog waste. 

"Horton View sports field had a lot of 
complaints but it wasn't dogs. The problem 
was actually caused by foxes." 

Banbury dog-owner Amanda Morris, 44, 
said: "As a nation our green spaces are 


becoming smaller and instead of treasuring 
them we seem to be trashing them." 

The charity worker added: "People don't 
seem to care about it. You can't see the grass 
for litter in Spiceball Park and Moorfields 
Park. It usually includes alcohol cans and 
bottles. 

"It could be dangerous to animals. I have 
to stop my dogs from eating the garbage." 

But Banbury resident and Radio Horton 
chairman Stewart Green said: "I walk 
through a park every day and I've not j 
really noticed anything. I don't think 
there's anything wrong."

A HISTORIC brewery will 
encourage visitors to see how 
beer was traditionally made by 
restoring a Grade ll-listed 
chimney in a £200,000 project. 

Hook Norton Brewery will make 
its Victorian tower brewery more 
accessible to the public after 
receiving a £90,000 Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) grant. 

It is part of its Hooked on 
Tradition: Accessing Hook Norton's 
Brewery Heritage project that will 
also improve the museum. 

Managing director James Clarke 
said: "People are very interested 
these days in where their food and 
drink comes from so we've 
encouraged people to come and see 
how we make it. 

"We're still lucky enough that the 
brewery complex is one of the finest 
examples in the country of a 
Victorian tower brewery still being 
used for its original purpose. 

"They are expensive to maintain 
and aren't very efficient but are very 
interesting architecturally. 

"This will preserve the original 
fabric of the building." 

Work is expected to run until

November, and will give 
opportunties to apprentice builders 
and student filmmakers, who will 
produce a short film about the 
project for the brewery's website. 

The brewery was founded on the 
same site by Mr Clarke's great-great 
grandfather John Harris in 1849 and 
the current facility was built in 
1899. 

It still uses its original steam 
engine to power most of the 
machinery between each of its six 
floors from top to bottom, brewing 
about 25,000 barrels per year. 

Each year there are about 10,000 
visitors, who are given guided tours 
of the site. 

Mr Clarke said: "The tower itself 
has a high cost maintenance. 

"It hadn't been used and was 
becoming unstable. 

"It will allow us to open it up 
more so people can see the heritage 
and the building. 

"We have a good number of 
visitors anyway, but it's broadening 
the experience." 

Shire horses from a stables next to 


the brewery are used to make 
nearby deliveries. 

The building has two chimneys, 
which were made redundant in the 
1970s when they were replaced by 
an oil fire boiler. The front chimney 
was restored four years ago but the 
company wanted to demolish the 
rear structure. 

It was blocked by English 
Heritage and the brewery 
subsequently secured Lottery 
funding for almost half the project, 
which will include cleaning and 
rebuilding the chimney. 

New displays, better signs and 
more historical information will be 
added to the museum, while new 
volunteer roles will be created. 

The brewery owns over 40 pubs, 
including more than 20 in 
Oxfordshire, and makes beers like 
Hooky, Old Hooky, Lion and 
Double Stout. 

Stuart McLeod, head of the HLF 
South East, said: "Once completed, 
Hook Norton Brewery's heritage 
story will be told to a wider 
audience and it's visitor offer will 
have been improved. 

"We're really pleased this project 
can now get started."

Lost adventurer's 


ship is discovered 


ADRIAN Gell, the great great great 
grandson of Rear-Admiral Sir John 
Franklin, said he was "thrilled" when he 
heard of the discovery of one of his 
ancestor's ships. 

The HMS Erebus and HMS Terror were last 
seen in 1845 under the command of Sir John 
on the expedition to navigate the Northwest 
Passage in the Canadian Arctic. 

Now sonar images off King William Island 
have revealed the wreckage of one of the two

ships and Canadian Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper announced the discovery as an 
"historic moment for Canada". 

Mr Gell, 54, who lives near Chipping 
Norton, said: "It is incredibly exciting - 
perhaps there will be further evidence on 
board as to what happened to that sad and 
fateful mission. 

"I am absolutely thrilled because it has 


been one of the extraordinary maritime 
mysteries ever since Sir John Franklin and 
those ships disappeared. 

"After all these years the ship has been 
found and the family will be very pleased 
and grateful for the efforts the Canadian 
Government has put into this." 

Mr Gell, who works as a garden designer 
and silhouette painter, said he was brought 
up being told all about Sir John Franklin's 
exploits and the family had a room at their 
home at Hopton Hall, Derbyshire, dedicated 
to artefacts and letters from him. 

The home was sold by Mr Gell's 
grandmother in the 1980s and the items 
donated to the National Maritime Museum 
in London. 

Thirty-nine expeditions were sent to 
rescue Sir John and his men and it later 
emerged that he had died in June 1847 after 
the ships got trapped in ice. 

The rescue operations lasted from 1845 to 
1859 but the vessels were never found. 

Father-of-one Mr Gell, whose daughter 
Honor is 15, added: "I think there is a 
record of the fact that Sir John was buried. 

"I don't think he was eaten by polar bears 
or members of his crew - some of them 
reputedly resorted to cannibalism."

County council leader Ian 
Hudspeth said: "Reservists 
can bring real benefits to an 
employer and the armed 
forces are very keen to do

Currently the 
county council has 
six reservists on its staff, but 
a spokesman said it was 
open to encouraging more 
staff to take up posts. 

Oxfordshire firms Amey 
and Prolinx have already 
signed up to the covenant.

My child needs justice

THE Banbury father of a toddler 
whose mother is wanted on 
suspicion of murder after the child 
was found dead has said he fears 
justice will never be done. 

Sarah Dahane's body was discovered 
at her Bicester home last year - a day 
after her mum Angela Whitworth left the 
country. 

A murder investigation was launched 
and police named the 20-month-old's 
mother as a suspect. 

But the child's father Nabil Dahane, 

34, has told the Cake he is not sure his 
ex-wife will ever return to the UK to 
answer police questions. 

And he said only then would he be 
able to move on with his life. 

He said: "It is just knowing that there 
is something still outstanding. 

"It doesn't feel right. 

"That poor child needs justice as well." 

Mr Dahane, who lives on Banbury's 
Ruscote estate, said his daughter had 
died when he was close to winning an 
18-month custody battle. 

And he said he felt let down his 
ex-wife had still not been brought back 
to the UK to face justice. 

He said: "I am frustrated about it all. It 
is annoying at the same time because so 
far nothing has been done. 

"I feel a bit let down by everybody - 
the police, social services, everything. 

"I cannot do anything. 


"I have left this in the hands of the 
professionals and people that can do 
something - so far they still haven't done 
anything." 

Thames Valley Police launched a 
murder investigation and named Ms 
Whitworth as a suspect after Sarah's body 
was found at her Glory Farm home on 
May 16, 2013. 

NHS support worker Mr Dahane said 
he had thought about his daughter every 
day since her death. 

He said: "My life was just completely 
wrecked. 

"I stayed off work for a whole year. I 


had never drank before and I started 
drinking. I had car accidents. I got into 
financial debt. 

"It just changed my whole life. It is not 
something that is easy to overcome. It 
just stays with you." 

The father - who met Kenyan Ms 
Whitworth in Morocco in 2006 - said he 
had been told by police how Sarah had 
died but he did not want to reveal how. 

An Oxfordshire Safeguarding 
Children's Board (OSCB) serious case 
review report published last month found 
the death was neither preventable or 
predictable. 


But Mr Dahane said he was not sure 
he agreed with the conclusion. He said 
he called social services in December 
2012 to raise concerns about Sarah but 
the call was not mentioned in the serious 
case review. 

He also said he was not told about a 
2012 report from a Northamptonshire 
landlord who said Ms Whitworth had left 
Sarah alone in her home. 

He said: "There was not enough 
information sharing with social services." 

The father also denied Ms Whitworth's 
claim that he had been abusive towards 
her. 

OSCB spokesman Paul Smith said: 
"OSCB conducted a full, independent 
and comprehensive review of the role of 
all agencies in contact with this 
child/family. 

"Representatives of the OSCB are 
happy to meet with the father to explain 
the conclusions reached in the report. 

"The father did meet with an 
independent reviewer of the report prior 
to publication and the overall findings 
were provided to him." 

Police spokeswoman Hannah Williams 
said: "This is a complex and challenging 
investigation involving a number of 
agencies, specialists and experts. 

"We continue to work closely with the 
Crown Prosecution Service and following 
consultation will not be providing further 
investigation updates at this time." 

And she added: "Sarah's father 
continues to be supported and updated 
regularly by family liaison officers."

trip of a lifetime 


"I AM growing a moustache for 
the part. A false one just won't 
do/' actor Richard Hurst 
declares. 

I salute his dedication and agree 
that it's just the thing for his role as 
Phileas Fogg in the new production 
of Jules Verne's classic adventure 
Around the World in 80 Days, 
which is being brought to life by the 
combined talents of Oxfordshire 
Theatre Company and Chipping 
Norton Theatre. 

OTC's long track record of touring 
excellent theatre across our county, 
pooled with The Theatre's growing 
reputation as a producing house, is 
a perfect partnership for this project. 

After a short residence at 
Chipping Norton, the play will tour 
to venues across Oxfordshire and 
further afield. 

John Terry, The Theatre's artistic 
director since 2008, said: "We have 
been working closely with the 
trustees of OTC so that their huge 
legacy in community theatre can 
progress into the future. 

"Their work has been so 
important to the communities they 
serve that it's vital it continues. 

"We plan to use their expertise 
and infrastructure to enable us to 
take shows we produce here at The 
Theatre out into village halls and 
other venues. 

"It is very exciting and we are 
hoping to be able to do this once a 
year - and maybe tour our 
pantomime as well." 

I put to Mr Terry, who is also 
directing this production, that one of 
their biggest challenges is how to

maintain the high production 
standards of their in-house shows 
with the practicalities of a fast- 
moving tour to many different 
venues. 

He agrees: "Yes, it takes a lot of 
thinking about. But that's all part of 
the fun. 

"Everywhere we visit is unique, 
so we need a show that is flexible, 
simple to get in and out, but full of 
energy and complexity to keep the 
audience engaged." 

It's heartening to hear that the 
company are so committed to this 
important yet undeniably huge task, 
but what is the attraction for them 
personally? 

Mr Terry explains: "Village halls 
are just so different. There's more of 
a party atmosphere than in a 
theatre." 

Actor Richard Hurst adds: 
"Everyone mucks in and we become 
like one big family on the road. 
Being a friendly and outgoing 
company helps us to provide a good 
experience." 

But there is more to creating the 
magic than goodwill? 

Mr Hurst said: "The creative team 
have to really trust each other and 
work together. This has been crucial 
in constructing our show." 

He chuckles as he adds: "But it 
really has been so much fun. In 
rehearsals we are running round 
with all sorts of props - creating 
cars, boats, trains out of our bodies. 
And we know that the audiences 


will bring along their imaginations 
and feel really involved." 

It is no wonder that they have had 
such busy rehearsals - there is a lot 
to fit in the show as it follows Fogg's 
attempt to circumnavigate the world 
in record time, travelling by any 
means possible, with the added 
complication that he is wrongly 
suspected of bank robbery and 
being pursued by Scotland Yard's 
unstoppable Inspector Fix. 

I ask Mr Terry why, with so many 
practical constraints, he chose to do 
such an epic story. 

He said: "That's exactly why we 
are doing it. It is a big story but the 
restrictions we are under add to the 
inventiveness we bring to it. We 
involve the audience - we give 
them surprises and discoveries and 
they become a part of it. 

"On top of that, the Jules Verne 
story is in itself anarchic and 
chaotic, so it's suitable for our type 
of approach. 

"The adaptation we have by Toby 
Hulse is very funny and Alex 
Marker's stage designs are full of 
inventive tricks and hideaways. 

"It is perfect for audiences of all 
ages, so ideally suited for a whole 
community to come along to enjoy 
as an event." 

Around the World in 80 Days 
promises to be a dashing adventure 
allround. It will be at Chipping 
Norton Theatre from September 19 
to 28 and then tours across the UK, 
stopping off at Mollington Village 
Hall, on November 1.

G reat actors don't just play a 
role, they become the role, 
vanishing beneath the skin 
of a character so every word and 
gesture appears organic.

(Rachel McAdams) and Tommy 
Brue (Willem Dafoe), who is head 
of the private bank used by Issa's 
sadistic father to store his ill-gotten 
coffers. 

German intelligence operative 
Gunther Bachmann (Hoffman) and 
his team comprising right-hand 
woman Irna Frey (Nina Hoss) and 
juniors Maximillian (Daniel Bruhl) 
and Niki (Vicky Kreps) identify Issa 
as an escaped militant jihadist. 

They choose not to arrest him but 
use Issa as bait to snag Muslim 
academic and philanthropist Dr 
Faisal Abdullah (Homayoun 
Ershadi), who is suspected of 
channelling funds to terrorist 
Islamic organisations. 

Gunther and his team exert 
pressure on Richter and Brue to 
coerce Issa into donating his father's 
money to Abdullah. 

However, the plan doesn't unfold 
smoothly and Gunther's operation 
faces intense scrutiny from high- 
ranking CIA operative Martha 
Sullivan (Robin Wright), whose view 
of humanity is summed up when 
she observes, "Every good man has 
a little bit of bad, doesn't he?"
